WIZO'S ROLE 

To the Editor of The POST 

Sir. We would like once 
again to state some of the sal- 
ient facts relating to points 
srought out in Moetzer Hapo- 
alot'’s statement appearing im 
The POST on October 7. 

Contrary to Moeteet Hapoa- 
lot's allegation, it was not “Mrs. 
Sieff and some Wizo members 
in Israel” who proposed an 
amendment to Wizo's consti- 
tution which would limit repre- 
sentation on Wizo governing 
bodies to Wize federations 
and groups. This amendment 

mended to the Wize 
was unanimously accepted and 
recommended to the Wiz 92 
Conference by the full Worid 
Wizo Executive of #& mem- 
bers from Israel and the Dia- 
spora, meeting in Jerusalem 
prior to the opening of the 
Conference, 

Moetzet Hapoclot makes 
mention only of the 1927 Agree- 
ment, whereas a “Gentlemens 
Agreement” was reached in 
1991 at the Wizo Conference 
at Basle Moetzet Hapoaiwt 
then affiliated with Wizo and 
agreed to abstain from organ- 
izational and fund raising act- 
ivities in countries where 
Wizo federations existed. Wizo 
undertook to finance the 
development and upkeep of 
three jointly - administered 
training farms. Wizo has 
more than lived up to its ob- 
ligations: but since Moetzet 
Hapoalot has organized Pio- 
neer Women's groups in se- 
veral countries during the last 
few years, a change in the or- 
ganizational relationship be- 
tween the two bodies was bound 
to come about.
